PREVIEW OF SIGNIFICANT FINDINGS 
Women Reach Peak Sex Drive 


Later Than Men, Kinsey Indicates 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE

NEW YORK—A preview yesterday of Dr. Alfred C. Kinsey’s next report says women 
reach the peak of their sexual drive at about 29. In men it occurs in the teen ages. 
Dr. Kinsey, it says, also finds more homosexuals among women than men. And that 
the frequency of sexual outlet varies more greatly among women than men. 

Dr. Kinsey’s new book, to be 
published next year, is “Sexual 
Behavior in the Human Female.” 
The preview is given in Redbook 
Magazine by Morris Ernst and 
David Loth. 

They said they have worked 
closely with Dr. Kinsey and his 
associates, and through study of 
his book “we now are able to indi- 
cate the most significant of their 
findings.” Ernst is a lawyer and 
Loth a writer on planned parent- 
hood and fertility. 

The first Kinsey report found 
that males attain their maximum 
sexual drive in their teens. 

Women, said Ernst and Loth, 
“reach their peak of sexual drive) 
several years after the average 
are of marriage.

Potatoes, Good as They Are, 
Need To BeServed New Ways 


By AGNES REASOR OLMSTEAD

Potatoes, good food that they are, can become tire-‘ 
some if one finds them always mashed, baked, boiled, or 
fried. Why not trim them up with bacon, cheese, parsley, ' 
or other frills that add color and interest? 


For luncheon, try potatoes 
with bacon and chives. Use 
green onions, with their tops, if 
you haven't a pot of chives in 
your kitchen window. 


POTATOES WITH BACON 


4 slices bacon, diced 
1¥e tablespoons flour 
4 medium potatoes, peeled and quar- 


% cup milk, water or meat stock 
Sait, pepper 
2 tablespoons chopped chives 


Cook bacon slightly, add flour, 
and blend with bacon and fat. 
Add liquid and stir weil. Add 
potatoes, cover skillet, and cook 
over low heat until potatoes are 
tender. Add chives and season- 
ings last 10 minutes of cooking. 
Four servings. 

Fancy version of this dish: 
Use dry white wine as the liquid. 

I’m sure you have learned by 
now of the delicious flavor sour 
cream can impart to potatoes. 
Whipped cream is a spud glam- 
orizer, too. 


CHANTILLY POTATOES 

3 cups well seasoned mashed potatoes 
vg cup heavy cream, whipp 
1/3 cup grated cheese, any kind 

Pile freshly cooked mashed 
and seasoned potatoes into a 
greased casserole. Spread with 
the whipped cream and sprinkle 
with the cheese. Pop into a hot 
oven, 400 degrees for 20 minut 
or until top is lightly brown 
and cheese is melted. Four or 
five servings. 


SAUTED BABY POTATOES 


A wonderful way to prepare 
tiny new potatoes is to saute 
them in butter. Use the tiniest 
potatoes, scrub them with a stiff 
brush. Dry well. Melt % pound 
butter or margarine in a heavy 
skillet, add the potatoes, and 
cook slowly, turning them: fre- 
quently, for 30-40 minutes, or un- 
til they are tender. Season with 
salt and paprika and sprinkle 
with parsley. You'll want to 


watch these so that the butter - 
doesn’t scorch. 


POTATOES IN SOUR CREAM 
WITH CARAWAY OR DILL 

Either caraway seeds or dill. 
seeds may be added to that sour 
cream dressing for potatoes I 
mentioned. Cook the potatoes in 
salted water until tender, using 
just enough water so that it has 
cooked away by the time the 
potatoes are done. Add any sea- 
sonings you wish to the potatoes 
—salt, if needed, pepper, and 
perhaps a little minced onion, 
Then add a cupful of sour cream 
mixed with 4% teaspoon caraway 
or dill seeds, blend in lightly 
without crushing potatoes, and 
heat for a minute or two before 
serving. The sour cream curdles 
if heated too long. 


LYONNAISE POTATOES 

4 medium potatoes, pared and cubed 

3 tableapeons drippings 

Salt, pepper

With Bobby Dodd, the seeret of success is no secret at 
"ye met the chap with the laughing face 
youll see s no it. Success is the sort of 
that comes naturally 
at it. 

The fact that he has suceeeded to the athletic directorship at 

Georgia Tech is no badge of success, as far as Dodd is concerned. 

it actually climaxes one of the heartbreaks of his career, 
for it meant he had to succeed the man he calls his second father, 
Bill Alexander. 

“I was a mighty fortunate boy,” new Athletic Director Dodd 
said yesterday. “I was allowed to play football under Coach Bob 
Neyland, and I was allowed to learn the coaching business under 
Coach Alex. I don’t know of two greater men I could have learned 


my lessons from.” 


It had always been my understanding that Dodd came to 
Georgia Tech as Coach Alex’s hand-picked assistant. Actual- 
ly, he never met Coach Alex until he had already been hired 

as his backfield coach. The man who did the selecting: Chip 
Robert, whose handiwork so often is evident at Tech. During 
the Christmas of Dodd’s senior year—that would be 
1930—Bobby was called te Atlanta for a look and a confer- 


He had been offered a minor post at Tennessee paying some- 
thing like chicken feed. Obviously, Tech was willing to pay turkey 
feed, “for I took the job within 30 minutes.” 


a F- Tech, however, wasn’t through with our 
Break of His Life hal counters boy from Tennessee. He came 


back to the Flats as a basketball player just a little later and left 
with a broken nose. On the occasion of the schnozzle-cracking he 
was finally able to meet Coach Alex. Holding his beak in his hand, 
Bobby shook Alex’s hand and was escorted to the infirmary by the

man who was to remodel his future for him. From that time on, - 


Coach Alex seemed to lead “his boy” as if he were one of his own. 


“I don’t say this for any reason, other than to show you 
what a fine man he was,” Bobby said. “But I worked for 
him here at Tech for 19 years and he never cussed me once 
or raised his voice to me. I just never met anybody nearly 
like him in my life.” 


Dodd came out of a country richly endowed with natural physi- 
cal talent. The hills and hollows of Northeast Tennessee have been 
almost inconceivably abundant with athletic greats. Bobby grew 
up in Kingsport, home of the Cifers boys, Ed and Bobby; Paul 
Hugg, a Tennessee basketball great of Dodd’s days; Bobby Peters, 
a Princeton captain, and Tommy Peters, who in one season man- 
aged to construct the reputation as the greatest basketball player 
of all time at Davidson College. From the adjoining area came 
Gene McEver and Beattie Feathers, and still they come. Seven 
members of the new 1950 squad Dodd will show off at Grant Field 
tomorrow night are Kingsport importees. 

There was a great deal of doubt at one time that Kingsport 
would ever be able to rid itself of Dodd. He clung to high school 
like a leach. “I'll have to admit it. I played six years of football 
at rt. I started off in the seventh grade and | kept playing 
it until it finally got embarrassing, I guess. Anyway, they gave 
me a diploma and suggested that I go somewhere else.” 


Tech ania have had its man then, but the 
No Room at Tech matter of a scholarship stood between 
them. “I would have come to Tech then. I wanted to come to 
Tech, but they had more football players around here then than 
_ they ‘needed, That was in ’27, when Tech had everything.” 


So, Dodd landed at Tennessee, where Gen. Neyland was 
just beginning to feel his oats. With him landed Herman 
Hickman, Buddy Hackman, Quinn Decker, Gene McEver and 
other men bound to be great. There is no challenge to the 
backfield of Dodd, McEver, Hackman and Decker. Just as 
the Tech team %f '28 stands supreme on its campus, so does 
that backfield of °28 to ’30 at Tennessee. It was a most 
unusual development for a sprout who as a 94- 
pound end at Kingsport, Tenn., where his first uniform was 
a pair of union-alls. (“I played on the first team they ever 
had at Kingsport, and all I did was catch passes. I was too 
little to block anybody.”’) 


Dodd got in a few choice licks at Tech before he walked down 
the graduation aisle. The Engineers had an exacting afternoon 
winning 12-0 even with their wealth of ’28. But the next two 
seasons belonged to Tennessee. By the time his nose was wrecked 
by Tech, Dodd was already on the Engineers’ side. It was quite 
unusual, Dodd, a man Tech had hired to coach its backs, playing 
against its basketball team. 

From that day forward, however, Dodd has been for Tech and 
Tech for Dodd. It was as if Bill Alexander had prepared the 
place for him,
